COLONIAL  AND  EARLY  AMERICAN  MEDALS 


As  a collector,  are  you  looking  for  a numismatic 
area  that  includes  the  riches  of  history  and  art,  one 
which  offers  the  work  of  the  country’s  top  sculptors 
and  engravers,  one  that  combines  rarity  with  beauty 
to  an  exceptional  degree?  Then  the  medal  is  for  you. 

In  the  earliest  years  of  American  numismatics, 
historical  medals  occupied  a place  of  honor  in  all 
serious  19th  century  collections.  Long  before  dates  and 
mint  marks  came  to  dominate  the  collecting  world, 
medals  of  America's  colonial  past  and  her  early  years 
as  an  independent  nation  occupied  a commanding 
position. 

A glance  at  auction  history  in  this  country  reveals 
that  most  significant  price  records  of  the  18.50’s  and 
1860’s  were  held  by  medals,  especially  those  relating 
to  George  Washington.  As  the  array  of  collectible  U.S. 
coins  gradually  increased  in  the  later  19th  century, 
regular  issue  coins  became  numerous  enough  to  com- 
prise whole  collections  and  interest  in  medals  waned. 

In  1991  the  pendulum  is  swinging  back  toward  a 
wider  range  of  collecting  interests,  and  foresighted 
numismatists  are  rediscovering  not  only  the  historic 
importance  and  artistic  appeal  of  early  medals,  but 
are  becoming  aware  of  the  great  rarity  of  many  types 
as  well. 

Medals  relating  to  American  history  and  to  the  U.S. 
Mint  are  a “natural”  for  coin  collectors.  The  Mint 
series  presents  a rich  variety  of  medals  engraved  by 
Ihe  same  artists  who  created  the  circulating  coinage: 
John  Reich,  Christian  Gobrecht,  James  B.  Longacre, 
Anthony  C.  Paquet,  William  and  Charles  Barber, 
George  T.  Morgan  and  many  more. 

For  these  engravers,  the  large  size  and  high  relief  of 
the  medal  allowed  far  greater  scope  for  their  talents 
than  the  small  and  rigidly  confining  coin.  Paquet,  for 
example,  may  only  be  recalled  by  coin  collectors  for 
his  reverse  for  the  1839-60  Gold  Double  Eagle.  Medal 
enthusiasts  have  easy  access  to  a far  wider  world  of 
Paquet’s  great  abilities  through  the  medals  he  created 
for  military,  commemorative  and  award  purposes. 

Other  great  names  include  those  of  Charles  E. 
Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan  of  Liberty  Nickel  and 
Silver  Dollar  fame.  These  English-born  U.S.  Mint 
engravers  produced  a wealth  of  bold  portraits,  school, 
life-saving  and  industrial  designs  that  add  a larger 
dimension  to  their  admittedly  great  work  as  coin 
designers.  Their  Mint  Medals  appear  here  in  Gold, 
Silver  and  Bronze,  along  with  some  original  wax 
models  of  Charles  E.  Barber’s  designs. 

Today’s  medal  collectors  have  a major  reference 
work  available  to  them:  Indiana  numismatist  R.W. 
Julian’s  ma.ster  work,  Medals  of  the  United  States 
Mint,  the  First  Century,  1792-1892,  published  by  the 
Token  and  Medal  Society  in  1977.  Julian  numbers  are 
used  to  catalog  many  of  the  U.S.  Mint  medals  offered 
in  this  list  are  arranged  by  Julian’s  topical  headings, 
which  include  Indian  Peace,  Presidential,  Military, 
Naval,  Award,  School  and  Exposition  medals. 

Collectors  interested  in  the  Father  of  our  Country 
will  find  a colorful  variety  of  Washington  pieces, 
originally  cataloged  in  1883  in  William  S.  Baker’s 


Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington.  Here  again,  the 
modern  collector  is  fortunate  to  have  Ru.ssell  Rulau’s 
1983  revision  of  Baker,  which  extends  cataloging  of 
Washington  coins,  tokens  and  medals  numismatics  to 
our  own  time. 

Another  fascinating  Field  to  which  the  medal  is  a 
key  is  American  colonial  and  revolutionary  history. 
Discoveries,  early  settlements,  military  and  naval 
battles.  Revolutionary  War  victories  and  diplomatic 
successes  were  immortalized  on  the  medals  cataloged 
by  C.  Wyllys  Betts  in  his  1894  American  Colonial 
History  Illustrated  by  Contemporary  Medals.  The 
fine  selection  of  “Betts  Medals”  in  this  list  includes 
the  popular  medals  recalling  the  naval  exploits  of 
Admiral  Vernon,  after  whom  the  Washington  family 
home.  Mount  Vernon,  was  named. 

Medals  of  American  patriot  and  scientist  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  the  Dutch  medals  giving  our  country  its 
first  international  recognition  also  are  featured  in  this 
listing.  Recalling  Franklin’s  key  role  as  Minister  to 
France  and  exerting  a powerful  influence  on  Amer- 
ica’s the  earliest  copper  coin  designs  was  the  Libertas 
Americana  medal,  represented  here  by  one  each  of 
the  finest  known  specimens  in  silver  and  bronze. 

Another  organized  area  of  medal  collecting  is  the 
So-Called  Dollar,  con.sisting  of  pieces  roughly  the  size 
of  the  Silver  Dollar.  Some  of  Ihe  rarest  of  such  pieces 
catalogued  by  Harold  E.  Hibler  and  Charles  F.  Kap- 
pen  in  their  definitive  book  So-Called  Dollars 
appear,  including  the  1826  Erie  Canal  Completion 
Medal  in  Silver. 

Another  area  of  active  collector  interest  is  the  medal 
series  of  the  132  year-old  American  Numismatic  Soci- 
ety, represented  here  by  such  significant  rarities  as 
the  Cleopatra’s  Needle  Medal  struck  in  Bronze  and  the 
Grant’s  Tomb  Dedication  Medal  in  Silver.  Offered  in 
both  Silver  and  Bronze  is  the  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions Medal  by  Victor  D.  Brenner  of  Lincoln  cent 
fame. 

Highlighting  this  list  are  a number  of  U.S.  Mint  and 
privately  commissioned  medals,  die  trials,  galvanos 
and  original  wax  models  from  the  estate  of  U.S.  Mint 
engraver  Charles  E.  Barber.  Most  of  these  fascinating 
pieces  are  seeing  public  sale  for  the  first  time  in 
numismatic  history  through  this  list. 
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Medallic  Terms,  Alloys,  Grading 


A coin  collector’s  basic  numismatic  vocabulary 
will  cover  most  situations  in  the  medal  field,  but 
there  are  some  important  differences.  The  key  to 
success  in  the  medal  field  lies  is  concise,  accurate 
descriptions.  All  medal  descriptions  in  this  list 
include  diameters  to  the  nearest  whole  millimeter. 
Thus  a medal  described  as  79mm  may  actually  be 
78.9mm  or  79.2;  only  occasionally  is  it  necessary  to 
give  the  tenths  of  a millimeter  in  a listing. 

Grading  medals  presents  fewer  problems  than 
the  numerical  grade  Sheldon  Scale  has  given  coin 
collectors.  Unlike  coins,  medals  were  not  intended 
for  circulation.  If  preserved  carefully,  many  will  be 
Uncirculated,  especially  well  treated  pieces  will  be 
Choice  Uncirculated.  Since  our  grading  is  very 
conservative,  medals  with  traces  of  rub,  possibly 
from  handling  or  careless  storage,  may  be  called 
Choice  About  Uncirculated  or  About  Uncirculated. 
In  a very  few  cases.  Choice  Extremely  Fine,  Ex- 
tremely Fine  or  lower  grades  will  be  encountered. 

Collectors  should  note  that  since  numerical  grad- 
ing has  never  been  extended  to  medals,  the  vast 
price  differentials  between  grades  that  are  seen  in 
the  coin  market  do  not  apply  here.  Most  collectors 
will  try  to  obtain  the  finest,  but  the  pricing 
pressure  is  far  less  intense. 

Medal  alloys  require  some  explanation.  Gold 
and  silver  U.S.  Mint  medals  are  almost  always  .999 
fine.  Only  rarely  was  sterling  (.925)  silver,  coin 
silver  or  coin  gold  (.900  fine)  used  for  medals 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Most  19th  century 
medals  described  simply  as  bronze  were  made  of 
pure  copper  artificially  patinated  by  application  of 
a bronzing  powder  which  included  white  lead. 

After  baking,  such  pure  copper  medals  emerged 
with  a wonderful  deep  mirror  prooflike  mahogany 
or  chocolate  finish.  Although  these  can  be  called 
bronzed  copper,  this  list  uses  that  term  only  when 
it  is  necessary  to  distinguish  a specific  medal. 
Generally,  only  the  word  bronze  will  be  used.  True 
bronze,  an  alloy  of  9.5%  copper,  5%  tin  and  zinc, 
was  introduced  only  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  and 
sandblast  Tinishes  followed  somewhat  later. 

Especially  prized  on  medals  struck  in  the  old 
pure  copper  are  the  occasional  experimental-fini.sh 
pieces,  such  as  olive-green  or  charcoal  black. 
Rarer  still  are  ‘‘coin  rinish”  19th  century  copper 
medals,  pieces  with  a brilliant  surface  like  that  of 
a newly  struck  coin.  Never  made  in  this  form  for 


general  public  sale,  the  few  such  medals  that 
appear  in  this  list  are  from  the  collection  of 
Pittsburgh’s  Carnegie  Museum,  which  it  is 
believed  obtained  them  directly  from  the  Mint. 

None  of  these  early  copper-bronzed  pieces  should 
be  confused  with  the  modern  yellow  bronze,  sand- 
blast surface  “List  Medals’’  offered  today  by  the 
Mint.  Currently  available  from  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  and  often  presenting  an  unsightly,  spotted 
appearance  when  still  new,  these  present-day 
pieces  may  be  similar  in  design  to  19th  century 
strikes,  but  are  of  little  collector  value. 

Early  silver  medals  generally  display  toning 
over  prooflike  surfaces;  the  “antique  patina”  of 
modern  silver  medals  is  another  form  of  artificial 
patination  which  protects  the  surfaces  from  oxida- 
tion, and  to  some  degree  from  handling. 

Medals  are  generally  round,  but  occasional 
ovals  are  found. 

Medalets  are  pieces  of  less  than  25mm  diameter. 
Medallions  are  pieces  of  more  than  three-inch 
diameter;  a plaquette  is  a square  or  rectangular 
piece. 

In  descriptions  a legend  is  that  part  of  the 
lettering  that  follows  the  curve  of  the  medal; 
inscriptions  are  arranged  in  generally  straight 
lines.  A bust  is  a portrait  that  includes  the  upper 
chest  or  the  neck  below  the  collarbone.  A head  is 
a portrait  truncated  or  cut  off  at  the  neck.  A 
signature  is  the  artist’s  identification,  either  a 
whole  name  such  as  Gobrecht,  initials  C.G.  or  the 
more  complete  form,  Gobrecht  F.  or  Fecit,  Gob- 
recht Made  It,  i.e.  made  the  medal  die.  In  giving 
the  direction  of  a portrait,  1.  is  left,  r.,  right. 

Edge  markings  are  significant,  whether  they 
identify  a maker  like  Tiffany  & Co.  or  give  the 
alloy.  Sterling.  Medals  of  the  Paris,  France,  Mint 
may  include  clues  to  the  date  as  well  as  the  metal. 
Argent,  Cuivre  identify  silver  and  bronze,  but 
tiny  symbols  such  as  the  Pointing  Hand,  Antique 
Prow  or  Antique  Lamp  will  be  listed  with  their 
date  range. 

The  medals  in  this  Fixed  Price  List  combine  the 
finest  possible  condition,  strict  conservative  grad- 
ing, concise  descriptions  and  Stack’s  traditionally 
high  quality  photography  to  set  what  may  be  a new 
standard  for  excellence  in  medal  presentation.

Indian  Peace  Medals 

Indian  Peace  Medals  were  first  issued  in  Colonial  times  to  cement  and  reward  the  loyalty  of  influential  Indian 
chiefs  to  the  British  and  French  governments.  The  Ulysses  S.  Grant  medal  was  one  of  Ihe  last  actually  awarded  to 
Indian  chiefs,  and  its  beauty  and  rarity  make  it  one  of  the  most  sought-after  U.S.  Mint  medals  for  today’s  collectors.

Presidential  Medals 

Among  the  most  historical  of  all  U.S.  Mint  medals  are  those  in  the  Presidential  series.  Their  hold  portraits  and 
close  relationship  to  the  stirring  events  of  each  administrations  make  them  valued  medallic  records  of  the  American 
Presidency.  This  listing  of  Presidential  medals  from  Washington  to  Grover  Cleveland  includes  six  gold  pieces  as  well 
as  a unique  silver  medal  and  a unique  Charles  E.  Barber  engraver’s  galvano. 
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2 Washington  Presidency  Relinquished  Medal,  1806;  41mm  silver.  By  John  Reich,  engr.  Obv.  Civil  bust  r.,  G. 
Washington  Pres.  Unit.  Sta.  Rv.  Fasces  and  sword  on  pedestal,  Commiss.  Resigned:  Presidency  Relinq.,  date  1797  in 
exergue.  Original  dies,  identified  by  boldly  recut  9 in  date,  thick,  jutting  collar  line  on  edge  at  6:30.  (Julian  PR-1,  Baker 
71).  This  is  the  first  of  the  medals  issued  by  "a  person  of  taste,”  Joseph  Sansom  of  Philadelphia,  to  commemorate  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Prooflike  reflective  surfaces  display  blue  and  old-gold  toning.  Choice  About  Uncirculated.  $3,500.00

4 James  Madison  War  of  1812  Medal,  1817;  64mm  white  metal.  By  Moritz  Furst,  engr.  Obv.  Half-length  uniformed  and 
draped  bust  r.,  legend  President,  of  the  U.S.  from  1809  to  1817.  Rv.  Spread  eagle  with  rakes,  scythe  atop  laurel  oval, 
legend  Industry  brings  Plenty.  In  the  wreath  is  a statement  recalling  Madison’s  bitterness  over  the  unenthusiastic  role 
played  by  New  England  in  the  late  war.  Protection  against  invasion  is  due,  from  every  society,  to  the  parts 
composing  it.  (Julian  PR-3).  R.W.  Julian  states  there  is  no  proof  that  this  medal  was  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint,  but  the 
reverse  design  was  copied  for  the  St.  Louis  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association  Medal  struck  by  the  Mint  some  70  years 
later!  This  specimen  of  the  Madison  medal  shows  the  usual  pebbly  surfaces,  but  is  an  exceptional  example  of  an  early 
Presidential  medal  rarity!

States  in  same  ornate  Civil  War  tombstone”  lettering  as  the  obverse  legend.  (Julian  PR-20).  An  edge  bump  can  be  found 
at  E in  STATES  on  reverse,  prooflike  surfaces  show  subtle  blue  toning  around  the  devices.

Rv.  Elaborate  inscription,  And.  Jackson  Inaugurated  Presidt.  U.S.  Second  Term  Mar.  IV.  1833.  Somewhat  hasty 
preparation  is  reflected  in  the  reverse  die  work,  raised  traces  of  extra  NT  appear  at  bottom  after  PRESIDENT,  round  dot 
under  D in  SECOND,  TERM  shows  tall  E,  low  RM.  Broad  squared  rims.  (Julian  PR-33,  Neil  MacNeil,  The  President’s 
Medal,  p.  22).

One  of  50  struck  in  gold  after  the  more  popular  Garfield-Lincoln 
medals.  (Julian  PR-43).  Prooflike  fields  show  light  hairlining.  208  grains.  About  Uncirculated.  $900.00

Books  cataloguing  or  describing  art  and  historical  medals  are  becoming  more  numerous  as  collector  interest  in  this 
area  increases.  No  writer  has  yet  addressed  one  basic  reality,  the  "why”  of  medals’  issue.  For  what  purpose  were 
certain  categories  of  medals  issued  and  what  was  the  motive  of  their  issuers? 

Certain  broad  categories  are  readily  explained.  Military  awards  were  given  to  reward  loyalty  or  long  service,  to 
honor  bravery  and  initiative.  World’s  fair  and  industrial  exposition  awards  recognized  excellence  for  industrial 
products,  inventions  or  farm  produce. 

Official  medal  series  provided  concise,  portable  propaganda  hailing  military  victories,  alliances  and  political  claims. 
Ambitious  civil  servants,  soldiers  and  diplomats  acquired  such  medals  as  often  as  they  could  to  provide  evidence 
of  their  loyalty  and  to  identify  with  the  victorious  monarchs. 

Another  broad  category  is  the  speculative  medal.  This  type  was  made  for  popular  sale,  returning  a profit  to  the 
maker.  John  Law  satirical  medals  gave  an  outlet  for  public  indignation  over  the  collapse  of  the  Mississippi  Bubble, 
lampooning  those  ruined  by  extravagant  speculation  while  others  worked  honestly  for  their  living. 

The  many  brass  Admiral  Vernon  medals  allowed  the  populace  to  display  their  patriotic  fervor  and  to  share  in  the 
excitement  of  "British  Glory  Revov’d.”  Patriotic  Dutchmen,  Germans  and  Englishmen  also  bought  the  many  satirical 
medals  against  the  French  "Sun  King”  Louis  XIV,  enjoying  a chance  to  ridicule  Louis’  defeats,  his  human  foibles 
involving  the  fairer  sex  and  to  refute  the  often  extravagant  glorification  the  king  strove  to  achieve  through  his  own 
official  medal  series. 

Eventually,  numismatists  provided  another  reason  for  medal  making.  After  gold  or  silver  medals  had  been  struck, 
for  instance,  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  honor  heroes  of  the  Wars  of  1812  or  the  Mexican  War,  19th  century 
collectors  bought  enough  bronze  examples  to  keep  these  medals  in  production  through  the  late  20th  century. 

Today,  all  of  these  categories  still  exist,  although  the  satirical  medal  has  been  largely  forgotten.  Presidential 
Inaugural  medals  remain  best  sellers,  as  do  medals  hailing  space  exploration,  major  Centennials  or  modern  series 
on  a variety  of  themes.  The  medal  has  endured  as  a collectible  and  issues  of  the  past  are  attracting  a growing 
number  of  serious  collectors.

These  medals  are  “personal”  only  in  the  sense  that 
they  honor  the  achievements  of  persons  prominent  in 
the  sciences,  arts,  medicine,  the  military  and  other 
areas  of  human  activity.  The  selection  is  richly  varied 
both  in  size  and  subject,  and  the  overall  quality  is 
remarkably  high.

Care  and  Storage  of  Medals 

Learning  about  medals  may  require  more  effort, 
research  and  reading  than  is  necessary  for  coins 
of  the  same  era.  Fortunately,  today’s  medal 
collector  has  more  resources  at  his  fingertips 
than  was  the  case  even  20  years  ago. 

The  books  mentioned  above  by  R.W.  Julian,  Neil 
MacNeil,  W.S.  Baker  and  Russell  Rulau,  or 
reprints  of  older  books  such  as  C.  Wyllys  Betts’ 
work  on  colonial  medals  provide  much  infor- 
mation. 

Many  of  these  titles  are  offered  by  Stack’s  in  its 
fixed  price  lists;  some  are  available  from  book 
dealers,  public  libraries  or  specialized  facilities 
such  as  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
lending  library. 

Medals  nonetheless  offer  a greater  challenge  to 
the  researcher  than  most  categories  of  coins  or 
paper  money,  and  this  very  challenge  is  one  of 
the  attractions  of  the  medal  field.  After  years  of 
the  highly  disciplined  world  of  coins,  it  can  be 
refreshing  "to  go  where  no  man  has  gone  before.” 

Preserving  and  storing  a medal  collection  offers 
additional  challenges.  Because  of  the  often  great 
size  and  weight,  medals  can  damage  each  other 
by  harmful  contact.  Popping  them  into  albums 
or  2 X 2 holders  is  impossible,  but  oversize 
plastic  flips  NOT  made  of  PVC  are  available 
along  with  oversized  reinforced  cardboard  stor- 
age boxes. 

Better  still,  if  one  can  be  found  or  built  by  the 
handyman-collector,  is  the  medal  cabinet.  A 
number  of  European  manufacturers  offer  such 
ready-made  cabinets,  or  the  collector  may  be 
able  to  adapt  existing  specialized  cabinets  made 
for  map  or  chart  storage. 

Suitable  boxes  or  cabinets  make  it  possible  to 
group  medals  on  similar  themes,  to  know  at  a 
glance  what  is  in  a collection  and  by  extension 
what  else  is  needed.  Another  great  appeal  of  the 
medal,  however,  can  be  found  in  the  freedom 
from  rigidly  defined  date  and  mint  mark  series 
that  have  tended  to  dominate  coin  collectors’ 
thinking  in  recent  decades. 

The  same  care  should  be  used  in  cleaning  a 
medal  as  in  cleaning  a coin.  Whenever  possible, 
do  not  even  attempt  it.  Large  medals  will  tend  to 
attract  dirt  and  dust,  however,  and  a gentle  soap 
and  warm  water  rinse  will  not  hurt  if  care  is 
taken.  Remember  that  many  medals  have  artifi- 
cial patinas,  and  any  attempt  to  "shine  them  up” 
will  be  destructive.  Cleaning  is  one  thing,  polish- 
ing, another.

Assay  Commission  Medals 


One  of  the  longest  lived  U.S.  Mint  medal  series 
records  the  work  of  the  annual  Assay  Commissions,  the 
oldest  citizens’  overseeing  agencies,  which  directed  an 
annual  investigation  of  the  purity  of  the  nation’s 
coinage  after  1797.  The  commission’s  medals  were 
struck  from  I860  to  1977,  when  the  agency  was  elimi- 
nated in  one  of  the  more  poorly  conceived  economy 
moves  of  then-President  Jimmy  Carter.  Struck  in  very 
small  numbers,  these  medals  are  eagerly  sought  by 
today’s  collectors.

Barber 
then  substituted  a banal  reverse  of  his  own  in  what  the 
outraged  Saint  Gaudens  denounced  as  "an  act  of  rare 
shamelessness.”  A three-inch  struck  medal  of  the  original 
design  is  in  the  AN.S.  collection,  but  this  lot  is  the  only 
example  in  the  34mm  format  accessible  to  collectors  today.

Washington  medals  were  the  most  popular  of  numismatic  collectibles  in  the  early  days  of  American  numismatics.  The 
following  selection  includes  many  of  the  classics  in  this  series  from  the  Manley  and  Voltaire  medals  made  during  the 
first  President’s  lifetime  to  the  Washington  pieces  struck  in  connection  with  the  Centennial  of  American  Independence 
celebrated  in  1876.

A few  topics  to  explore  might  include  British 
coronation  medals,  the  multi-fold  issues  of  the  Paris 
Mint,  served  by  the  great  Club  Frangais  de  la  Medaille; 
World  War  I issues  from  both  Allies  and  Central 
Powers,  medals  of  the  Popes  or  Russian  imperial  issues. 

For  the  art-minded  collector  are  the  many  issues  of  the 
Society  of  Medalists,  struck  by  Medallic  Art  Company 
in  New  York  or  Danbury,  Connecticut  since  1930, 
offering  work  of  most  of  the  great  medallic  sculptors  of 
the  U.S.  On  a similar  plane,  though  of  greater  rarity, 
are  the  medals  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society, 
1866-1990,  struck  on  a colorful  variety  of  historic  themes. 

Medallic  Judaica  is  another  series  going  back  three 
centuries  and  offering  a chronical  of  Jewish  history 
culminating  the  official  issues  of  the  State  of  Israel. 
"Ethnic”  numismatics  also  offers  specialized  areas  such 
as  Polish,  Lithuanian,  Germanic  and  other  themes. 

Civic  and  military  Orders  and  decorations  offer  another 
self-contained  collecting  area  of  wonderful  color  and 
variety.  All  of  these  areas  appear  from  time  to  time  in 
Stack’s  and  Coin  Galleries  auctions,  mail  bid  sales  and 
fixed  price  lists.

The  obverse  design  of  this  historic  medal  had  long-lasting  effects  on  both  American  and  French  coinage.  The  U.S.  copper  coinage 
of  1793  drew  heavily  on  Dupre’s  Flowing  Hair  Liberty  for  cent  and  half  cent  obverses;  Andre  Galle  borrowed  liberally  from  it  for  his 
important  Liberte  Francoise  design  of  1793  as  well.

The  pieces  that 
follow  include  a marvelous  proportion  of  major  rarities.  Following  them  are  an  early  Statue  of  Liberty  medal  hailing 
the  growth  of  Pultizer’s  New  York  World  and  two  original  examples  of  U.S.  Mint  engraver  Charles  E.  Barber’s 
skill  as  a modeller.

215  Abraham  Lincoln  Memorial  Medal,  1865;  84mm  bronze.  By  Emil  Sigel,  engr.  Obv.  Ultra  higb-relief  clothed  bust  r.,  Latin 
tribute  Salvator  Patriae,  Saviour  of  the  Country.  Rv.  Laurel  wreath  encloses  In  Memory  of  the  Life,  Acts  and  Death 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  vital  dates.  (King  244).  This  is  the  first  ANS  medal,  engraved  by  a New  York  diesinker  otherwise 
known  only  for  his  low-relief  Civil  War  tokens.  ANS  records  show  16  pieces  struck  from  the  first  die,  distinguished  by  the 
absence  of  a buttonhole  on  Lincoln’s  coat.
